REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 22, 25 and 30-34 are allowed. 

Claims 22, as amended, is allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose or 
suggest the limitation "a first pixel including a first display element and a second pixel including 
a second display element, and wherein the first inverter is electrically connected to the first pixel 
and the second inverter is electrically connected to the second pixel" in addition to other 
limitations recited therein. 

Claims 25 and 30-34 are allowed because they depend on claim 22.
